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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hutchins '243 in view of Skogberg et al. (US 4509889) 

Hutchins discloses a steel pipe rockbolt, comprising a rockbolt main body (20,22,23) 
and a pressurized-fluid-introducing sleeve (18,20) attached to the rockbolt main body at 
an end for introduction of a pressurized fluid (26), the pressurized fluid introducing 
sleeve comprising a projecting part (18)with an outer diameter larger than an aperture 

of a bearing plate (19)and a pressurized-fluid-introducing hole, and a bearing-plate- 
holding part (20) with an outer diameter smaller than the aperture of the bearing plate, 
whereby the bearing plate locates on an edge of a rockbolt-setting hole drilled in a 
bedrock or ground, and the bearing-plate-holding part extends through the aperture of 
the bearing plate into the rockbolt-setting hole. Hutchins discloses the invention 
substantially as claimed. However, Hutchins lack having a rockbolt main body that is 
configured to hydraulically expand upon the introduction of pressurized fluid. Skogberg 
et al. teaches a rockbolt main body that is configured to hydraulically expand upon the 
introduction of pressurized fluid (see abstract). It would have been considered obvious 
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to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Hutchins by substituting rockbolt arrangement 
as taught by Skogberg et al. for the rockbolt arrangement disclosed by Hutchins since 
as set forth by the Supreme Court in the KSR decision, the substitution of one known 
element for another would have yielded predictable results.
